Mofher  Wonts  Deof  Child  In  Public  Schools 

The  editor  here  presents  two  letters  from  the  Washington,  D.  C, 
Star  in  an  attempt  to  show  the  views  of  parents  not  familiar  with 
modern  teaching  advancements  of  the  deaf.

Educating  the  Deaf 

A  group  of  mothers  with  little  chil- 
dren having  severely  limited  hearing, 
those  called  "deaf",  have  been  before 
the  Board  of  Education  (in  its  meeting) 
and  asked  that  it  consider  educating  these 
in  the  public  schools  here  in  Washing- 
ton. 

I  know  nothing  whatsoever  about  edu- 
cational methods.  I  am  just  an  ordinary 
housewife,  the  mother  of  three  little  boys 
who  wants  them  to  be  educated  in  normal, 
natural,  everyday  surroundings  such  as 
they  live  in  and  must  be  a  part  of. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  public  schools 
have  so  much  to  offer  these  deaf  children, 
so  much  more  than  the  best  "institution 
for  the  deaf"  could  possibly  give  them. 


Public  schools  provided  with  special  teach- 
ers for  the  deaf,  together  with  the  neces- 
sary training  instruments,  would  open  a 
new  world  to  these  children. 

Is  it  not  true  that  most  schools,  and 
certainly  institutions  also,  leave  their 
mark  upon  us — that  even  decades  after 
leaving  school  we  recall  incidents  of  our 
younger  years?  How  much  more  pleasant 
would  be  the  memories  of  a  deaf  child, 
schooled  in  normal  surroundings,  parti- 
cipating in  as  many  activities  with  normal 
children  as  he  is  able,  enjoying  the  stimu- 
lation of  their  conversation  and  their 
companionship,  than  a  deaf  child  schooled 
in  an  institution  the  very  nature  of  which 
constantly  reminds  him  of  his  handicap — 
an  institution  that  speaks  loudly  enough 
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for  every  deaf  child  to  Kear:  "You  are 
different!" 

Which  would  you  choose  for  your 
child:  A  public  school  or  an  institution 
for  the  deaf?  Well,  we  parents  in  Wash- 
ington have  no  choice. 

Open  the  public  schools  to  the  deaf 
children.  Give  them  a  chance  to  live  a 
noimal  life.  After  all  their  handicap  is 
great  enough.  I  would  not  burden  my 
conscience. — Mrs.  L.  F.  Malhoyt. 

In  the  star  for  July  12  appears  a  letter 
by  Mrs.  Lester  F.  Malhoyt,  which  makes 
a  plea  for  keeping  deaf  children  in  the 
regular  public  schools. 

With  a  life  career  of  work  in  contact 
with  all  phases  of  education  of  deaf 
children,  including  special  training,  teach- 
ing, research  and  published  material  in 
the  field  education,  the  present  writer 
would  like  to  offer  a  few  words  of  advice 
on  the  problem  raised  by  Mrs.  Malhoyt. 

We  can  well  understand  the  feeling  that 
moves  a  mother  in  this  case.  She  naturally 
longs  to  see  her  child  a  normal  child 
like  all  the  other  children  she  sees  around 
her.  But  she  makes  the  great  error  of 
believing  she  can  wish  the  "normalcy" 
into  her  child.  The  experience  of  most 
educators  of  the  deaf  shows  it  is  not  done 
by  thrusting  the  deaf  child  into  the  ordi- 
nary school  for  hearing  children.  The 
problem  is  not  so  simple  as  that. 

The  deaf  child,  no  matter  how  much 
the  mother  may  wish  it,  cannot  participate 
freely  in  the  activities  so  common  in  the 
life  of  a  school  for  hearing  children.  The 
fact  that  he  is  different  is  borne  in  upon 
the  child  with  devastating  force,  for  by 
his  association  with  the  hearing  he  soon 
has  imprinted  upon  his  nature  the  aware- 
ness that  he  is  different,  that  he  cannot  dp 
everything  other  children  do,  that  he  can- 
not easily  join  in  all  the  games  and  in  all 
the  doing  of  a  social  nature.  So  instead  of 
making  him  like  others,  the  difference 
is  stamped  in  upon  him. 

This  feeling  in  not  established  for  him 
in  a  residential  or  special  school  for  others 
like  himself. 

Mrs.  Malhoyt  concedes  in  her  letter 


that  she  know  "nothing  whatsoever  about 
educational  methods."  This  is  indeed 
the  crux  of  the  matter.  It  is  not  just 
special  training  in  acquiring  the  use  of 
language  which  the  deaf  child  must  have, 
nor  speech  training,  nor  training  in  lip- 
reading.  But  in  truth  the  deaf  child  needs 
more  than  these  educational  skills.  Above 
all,  he  needs  a  satisfying  growth  in  person- 
ality. 

It  is  often  short-sighted  mother  love 
that  stunts  the  personality  growth  of  a 
deaf  child.  The  pattern  in  an  all-  too- 
familiar  one  for  us  in  this  special  field 
of  education.  The  usual  history  is  that 
the  mother  has  insisted  her  child  must 
avoid  "contamination"  with  other  deaf 
children  in  a  residential  school,  with  the 
usual  result  that  the  child  has  grown  up 
an  adult,  unfinished  socially,  with  a  great 
yearning  gap  in  his  personality. 

And  how  that  yearning  aches  when  by 
chance  he  encounters  groups  of  the  deaf 
who  have  learned  to  live  together  and 
have  thus  developed  a  social  enjoyment 
among  themselves!  He  finds  himself 
embittered  from  having  been  forced  in- 
to a  life  of  social  solitariness.  This  is  not 
a  theory  expressed  by  the  writer  of  this 
letter.  He  has  in  his  files  many  case 
histories  that  attest  to  these  facts. 

The  ordinary  public  schools  cannot  do 
justice  to  the  task  of  educating  deaf 
child  ren.  The  need  calls  for  a  special 
school  where  the  special  problems  of  such 
children  can  be  concentrated  upon,  and 
where  the  best  all-round  educational 
effort  can  be  made  in  their  behalf.  Mrs. 
Malhoyt's  fear  about  their  being  "insitu- 
tions,"  and  therefore  deleterious  in  their 
influence  on  the  child,  are  quite  without 
warrant.  They  are  schools  in  every  sense 
of  the  word. — I.  S.  Fusfeld,  Dean  of 
Gallaudet  College.

(Back  in  September  1897,  Francis  P. 
Church,  the  editor  of  the  New  York  Sun 
received  the  following  letter.  The  editorial 
reproduced,  from  the  Sun  of  September 
21,  1897,  was  his  inspired  and  eloquent 
reply.) 

Dear  Editor — 

I  am  8  years  old.  Some  of  my  little 
friends  say  there  is  no  Santa  Claus. 

Papa  says  "If  you  see  it  in  the  'Sun' 
it's  so." 

Please  tell  me  the  truth,  is  there  a 
SANTA  CLAUS? 

Virginia 

Virginia,  your  little  friends  are  wrong. 
They  have  been  affected  by  the  skepti- 
cism of  a  skeptical  age.  They  do  not 
believe  except  they  see.  They  think  that 
nothing  can  be  which  is  not  comprehen- 
sible by  their  little  minds.  All  minds, 
Virginia,  whether  they  be  men's  or  chil- 
dren's, are  little.  In  this  great  universe 
of  ours  man  is  a  mere  insect,  an  ant,  in 
his  intellect,  as  compared  with  the  bound- 
less world  about  him,  as  measured  by 
the  intelligence  capable  of  grasping  the 
whole   of   truth   and  knowledge. 

Yes,  Virginia,  there  is  a  Santa  Claus. 
He  exists  as  certainly  as  love  and  gener- 
osity and  devotion  exist,  and  you  know 
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that  they  abound  and  give  to  your  life  its 
highest  beauty  and  joy.  Alas!  how  deary 
would  be  the  world  if  there  were  no  Santa 
Claus!  It  would  be  as  dreary  as  if  there 
were  no  Virginias.  There  woud  no  child- 
like faith  then,  no  poetry,  no  romance  to 
make  tolerable  this  existence.  We  should 
have  no  enjoyment,  except  in  sense  and 
sight.  Th  eternal  light  with  which  child- 
hood fills  the  world  would  be  extin 
guished. 

Not  believe  in  Santa  Claus!  You  might 
as  well  not  believe  in  fairies!  You  might 
get  your  papa  to  hire  men  to  watch  all 
the  chimneys  on  Christmas  eve  to  catch 
Santa  Claus,  but  even  if  they  did  not 
see  Santa  Claus  coming  down  what  would 
that  prove?  Nobody  sees  Santa  Claus, 
but  that  is  no  sign  that  there  is  no  Santa 
Claus.  The  most  real  things  in  the  world 
are  those  that  neither  children  nor  men 
can  see.  Did  you  ever  see  fairies  dancing 
on  the  lawn?  Of  course  not,  but  that's 
no  proof  that  they  are  not  there.  Nobody 
can  conceive  or  imagine  all  the  wonders 
there  are  unseen  and  unseeable  in  the 
world. 

You  tear  apart  the  baby's  rattle  and 
see  what  makes  the  noise  inside,  but  there 
is  a  veil  covering  the  unseen  world  which 
not  the  strongest  man,  nor  even  the 
united  strength  of  all  the  strongest  men 
that  ever  lived,  could  tear  apart.  Only 
faith,  fancy,  poetry,  love,  romance,  can 
push  aside  that  curtain  and  view  and  pic- 
ture the  supernal  beauty  and  glory  bey- 
ond. Is  it  all  real?  Ah,  Virginia,  in  all 
this  world  there  is  nothing  else  real  and 
abiding. 

No  Santa  Claus!  Thank  God!  he  lives, 
and  he  lives  forever.  A  thousand  years 
from  now,  Virginia,  nay,  ten  times  ten 
thousand  years  from  now,  he  will  con- 
tinue to  make  glad  the  heart  of  childhood.

Thomas  Hopkins  Gallaudet 

Every  year  on  December  10th  we  honor 
Thomas  Hopkins  Gallaudet  as  a  great 
man.  The  reason  he  is  honored  is  because 
he  founded  the  first  school  for  the  deaf 
in  1817.  Now  there  are  many  schools 
where  the  deaf  people  are  educated.  We 
would  still  be  ignorant  if  it  weren't  for 
him. 

Thomas  Gallaudet  was  born  in  Phila- 
delphia on  December  10,  1787.  He  was 
the  oldest  of  12  in  his  family.  I  don't 
know  much  about  his  childhood  except 
as  a  grown  boy,  he  entered  the  famous 
Yale  University. 

The  first  deaf  girl,  Alice  Cogswell,  was 
the  daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cogswell, 
the  neighbors  of  Thomas.  While  she  was 
six  years  old,  Thomas  heard  that  there 
was  a  deaf  girl  so  he  went  to  see  her.  Later 
he  became  interested  in  her  because  she 
was  deaf.  He  tried  to  help.  The  first  word 
he  taught  her  was  hat. 

Dr.  Cogswell,  Thomas  and  other  com- 
panions wanted  to  get  money  from  the 
state  so  they  could  found  a  school  for 
the  deaf  but  it  didn't  work.  So  Gallaudet 


went  overseas  to  London.  I  don't  know 
what  he  was  doing  there  but  later  he  was 
invited  to  go  to  France.  He  met  Laurent 
Clerc  who  was  a  teacher  who  knew  the 
sign  language  as  we  use  it  today  and  also 
a  deaf  man.  Clerc  spent  his  time  teaching 
Thomas  to  do  the  sign  language.  It  took 
Clerc  nearly  six  months  to  teach  him.  In 
that  way  Gallaudet  taught  Clerc  the  Eng- 
lish language. 

When  Thomas  left  France  for  the 
United  States,  he  brought  Clerc  with  him. 

A  school  for  the  deaf  was  started  in 
Hartford,  Conn,  by  the  work  of  Gallau- 
det. There  Clerc  and  he  taught  the  deaf 
pupils  for  the  first  time. 

Gallaudet  fell  in  love  with  his  pupil 
named  Sophia  Fowler  and  later  married 
her.  They  had  three  daughters  and  three 
sons.  Edward  Miner  Gallaudet,  one  of 
the  three  sons,  founded  Gallaudet  College 
named  in  honor  of  his  father. 

As  a  teacher,  Gallaudet  was  retired  be- 
cause of  poor  health.  He  died  at  the  age 
of  about  64  years  on  Sept.  7,  1851.
